tTith a view towards identifying "PETER" who was •/HITTAKER CHAKBERS^ 
superior^ in Soviet espionage, an analysis was made of the information furnished 
by CHAMBERS, a review of the New York file on BORIS BYKOV, with aliases, and a 
review of other files CHAJ/IBERS advised tha’t he first met "PETER" through 
AUXaNDER SlEirR;jiS,V also known as JAY PETERS ,^n the Fall, of 1936 in New York 
City in front of St> Patrick’s Cathedral. He rfet PETER many times after this 
up to early 1938 v/hen CHi’J’BERS broke v/ith the Soviets. Ihe meetings took place 
at various theaters in Rev/ York. Some raeetihgs took place in Washington, D. C. 
PETER never indicated where ho lived. He rarely mentioned anything about his 
background. However, CHAl-BERS gathered that PETER had been in Russian Secret 
Police V7ork or had been a prosecutor for the Russian Government. Further that 
probably from 1932 to 1934 PETER was doing secret work in Europe. He probanly
